‘THE CZAR’S PRESENT TO EMPEROR WILLIAN— 


THE GUELPH FUND. 

BERLIN, April 27.—It is reported that the 
Russian Master of Horse, who was recently 
convicted of a serious swindle upon the Ozar, 
in connection with a present tothe Emperor 
of Germany, has committed suicide. The 
swindle consiste4a of palming off, both on the 
Ozar and the Kaiser, a brass harness fora 
solid silver harness. The Ozar presented a 
magnificent troyak to the Kaiser with Rus- 
sian horses and a Russian coachman. The 
harness was alleged to have cost 0,000 
roubles and was supposed to be solid. 
Lately the brass began to show itself, much 
to the surprise and disgust of the Kaiser. 
The facts reached &t, Petersburg, and the 
Czar ordered the dismissalof the Master of 
Horse, who had probably pocketed the differ- 
ence between the silver and the brass. The 
disgraced officer, overcome with shame and 
perhaps dreading severe punishment, put an 
end to his life. 

THE GUELPH FUND. 

Queen Victoria will not meet the German 
Emperor this vear at Darmstadt as had been 
arranged, and the subject of the Guelph 
fund, sofaras the Queen and the Kaiser are 
concerned, will haveto go over until July. 
The Kaiser is said to be making liberal use of 
the fund tocarry out his personal aims, in 
opposing Bismarck and in effecting the con- 
version to the imperial views of several 
prominent Centreists, whose party hopes to 
hold hereafter to the support of his policy. 


THE FRENCH TARIFF. 


OPPOSITION TO THE NEW PROPOSAL OF THE 
CUSTOMS COMMISSION. 

Paris, April 27.—Widespread interest is 
centered in the outcome of the discussion on 
the new tariff. The decision of the Chamber 
of Deputies will have an important bearing 
on the trade of the country. M. Melline, 
President ofthe Tarif? Commission, has held 
daily consultations with the ministers 
for the purpose of concerting a 
line of action to defeat the 
aims ofthe ultra-protectionists and the ex- 
treme free-traders. The debate will certain- 
ly last at leasttwo weeks, and agrand dis- 
play of oratory is anticipated. Edmund 
Lockrey has opened the fireagainst protec- 
tion. As famine prices for bread seem immi- 
nent the Government will be forced to 
lower the duties on grains. The laboring 
classes are clamoring for cheaper bread- 
stuffs. 

Premier De Freycinet has received a me- 
morial from the Lyons Union People’s As- 
sociation praying forthe immediate suspen- 
sion of the duties on grains. At most of the 
public meetings the anti-tariff sentiment has

THE LOTTERY WINS. 


Decision of the Louisiana Supreme 
Court in the Mandamus Case. 


THE QUESTION WILL NOW BE BROUGHT 
BEFORE THE PEOPLE. 


A Vote Must Be Takenon the Proposed 
Constitutional Amendment Fastening, 


the Lottery Upen the State—History of 
the Struggle inthe Legislature and Its 
Transfer to the Courts. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 27.—The State Su- 
preme Court to-day handed down a decision 
inthe lottery mandamus case, deciding in 
favor of the lottery company. The effect of 
the decision isto bring toa vote of the peo- 
plethe proposed constitutional amendment 
granting the company the right to 
operate in Louisiana. It compels the 
Secretary of State to issue a 
proclamation naming a day on which the vote 
shall be taken and otherwise providing for 
holding an election. The lottery gang i. 
jubilant to-day, but the foes of the iniquity 
are not depressed. They will continue the 
fight and defeat the amendment at the polis 
if possible. The following incidents in the 
struggle over this question will be of interest: 

The opinion rendered to-day was read by 
Judge Watkins as the organ of the court, 
Chief Bermudez and Associate Justice Mc- 
Enery concurring. Bach read opinions, while 
Associate Justices Fennerand Breaux read 
dissenting opinions. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

In April, 1890, just priorto the meeting of 
the General Assembly of Louisiana, which 
was to meet on the 12th of May, John A. Mor- 
ris, the largest stockholderin the Louisiana 
State Lottery Co., published in the hews- 
papers throughout the State a letter in which 
he announced that he would, at the coming 
session of the Legislature, propose to pay 
the State of Loutsiana $500,000 per year for a 
franchise permitting him to operate a lot- 
tery in the State of Louisiana for the space of 
twenty-five years. The proposal instantly 
aroused the opponents of the lottery gamb- 
lers, who held a meeting, consisting at first 
of seven gentiemen, and organized the Anti- 
Lottery League. 

When the Legislature assembled on the 12th 
of May Morris made his formal proposition. 
At that time a majority of both Houses were 
opposed to the proposition. For some time 
Morris did not dare to have his proposition 
introduced, but by the middle of the session 
the members of the Legirlature, ora sufficient 
number, having been won over one by one, 
by means which were more than suspected, 
the formal proposition was introduced in the 
shape ofa bill by Shattuck of Calcasieu in 
the shape of proposed amendment to the 
constitution of the State embodying the 
proposed lottery in the constitution and 
giving Morris a monopoly thereof. In the 
meantime the opponents of the lottery in 
Louisiana had founded a newspaper, the New 
Delia, as the avowed opponent of the lottery. 

May 13, 
he day the Legisiature assembled. On the 
second day after the issue of the New Delia, 
Morris, seeing the opposition which his prop- 
osition had provoked, wrote another com 
munication proposing to increase the price 
which he offered the State from ©00,000 to 
$1,000,000 perannum,. The only eff of this 
increased offer was to redouble the opposition 
of the anti-lotteryites, who weregnot for sale 
at any price. 
THE SHATTUCK BILL. 

The Shattuck bill was fought step by step in 
the Lower House, but was finally passed, 
exactly the two-thirds necessary for the pass- 
age votingin favor. The bill then went to 
the Senate. There again it was met by the 
antis with the same determined opposition. 
The Senate of Loulsiana consisted of thirty- 
six members; twenty-four were necessary for 
the passage ofthe bill. The lottery, as it had 
in the House, secured them one by one, and 
the bill passed the Senate Dy exactly the 
requisite vote, the price being first raised to 
a million and a quarter. It was sent t4 the 
Governor for his approval and he vetoed it 
in amessage which rang from one end of 
the Unton tothe other, and sent it back to 
the House in which it originated. The House 
of Representatives immediately passed it 
over his veto, again by the exact two-thirds. 
It went to the Senate, but the hand of God 
had interposedand Senator J. Fisher Smith, 
who had voted for the lottery bill on its first 
passage, had been laid upon what eventually 
proved his death-bed. Three times the lot- 
tery strove to have him carried to the Senate 
Chamber on a stretcher, and three times his 
wife forbade it, his pDysician having declared 
that such a move meant instant death. 
Smith died. The twelve men who opposed 
the passage of the charter at first were in- 
corruptible, and the constitution requiring 
two-thirds of a full Senate the lottery was 
brought face to face with an insurmountabie 
difficulty. 

DESTROYING THE VETO POWER. 

Under advice of counsel the lottery caused 
the Senate, by avote of 2 to 12, to pass a 
resolution Geclaring that the Governor had no 
power to veto a proposed constitutional 
amendment, and sent the bill back to the 
House with that resolution without voting 
thereon a second time. The House, taking 
the cue from the Senate, reconsidered its 
action in passing the bill over the Governor’s 
veto (although the ‘‘parliamentary clinch’’ 
of a motion to reconsider and laying that mo- 
tion on the table had been adopted after the 

sage over the veto), and passeda similar 
resolution to that of the Senate. The Legisla- 
ture adjourned. Secretary of State Mason 
refused to promulgate the lottery bill, and re- 
fubed to advertise fora vote by the people 
the proposed amendment to the Constitution, 
taking the ground that the bill had not passed 
the Legisiature as the constitution required. 

John A. Morris, having demanded from the 
Secretary that he do this, and the Secretary 
of State having in writing refused, in Decem- 
ber, 189, brought an action in the District 
Courtat Baton Rouge, the capital, against 
Leonard F. Mason, the Secretary of state, 
praying that a writ of madamus be issued 
directing the Secretary of State to advertise 


and promulgate. On the trial] of the case, the .

CHANGING THE RECORDS. 

According to the testimony uncontradicted 
by either of the three and not disputed by 
the lottery or Morris, plaintiff,they destroyed 
absolutely forty-eight pages of the journals 
of the General Assembly and substituted in 
lieu thereof forty-eight pages, which they 
manufactured themselves after night inthe 
office of the public printer. The judge, an 
avowed lottery man, decided that the bill 
had not been properly passed and refused to 
grant a writof mandamus. This was a 
triumph for the antis. Morris appealed 
to the Supreme Court of Louisiana. The ap- 
peal was heard last February and taken un- 
der advisement by the Supreme Court. On 
the trial in the Supreme Court Morris was 
represented by Hon. Felix Poche, ex- Associ- 
ate Justice of the Supreme Court of Louisiana, 
and the Hon. Thos. J. Semmes,a leader of 
the Louisiana bar. The cause of the antis 
was represented by Hon. E. D. White, United 
States Senator from Louisiana and ex-As- 
soctate Justice ofthe Supreme Court, Attor- 
ney-General Walter H. Rogers, Hon. Don 
Caffrey. Mr. James- N. Luce and Hon. E. 
Howard McCaleb. 


IS VERESTCHAGIN INSANE. 


Unexpected Departure of the Great Rus- 
sian Painter for Paris. 


NEw Yorx, Apri) 27.—A morning paper says 
that Verestchagin, the Russian painter, sailed 
from New York Saturday on La Bourgogne 
under circumstances that leave little doubt 
that heisinsane. His departure was unex- 
pected. Itis generally known that he had at 
last determined to sell in New York his fam- 
ous collection of paintings and curios, which 
were placed on exhibition at the American 
Art Gallery. Only on Thursday of last week 
the sale was advertised im the newspapers. 

On Friday all preparations for the sale were 
stopped by a telegram from Verestchagin, 
who has been in Washington for some time 
living in deep seclusion. That night the 
painter came to New York in the charge of 
his attendant, acoloredman. He sawno one 
except his counsel, Assistant District 
Attorney Harry MacDonda,and his business 
Manager, and went directly aboard the 
steamer. Mr. MacDona jeft the city on Sat- 
urday morning, and had not returned yester- 
day. It is known that he has been expecting 
for sometime the mental collapse of Ver- 
estchagin, with whom he has been in con- 
stant communication. 

The withdrawal of the sale of Verestchagin’s 
works will probably be publicly announced at 
once. The collection is valued at $150,000, 
and it will be locked up,@oubDtless, for an in- 
definite period. During the last few years it 
has beenon exhibition in the large cities 
throughout the country—in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Washington and Pittsburg. Everywhere, 
except itn New York, the exhibition 
has created ai furor. While in Chi- 
cago a committee of distinguished citizens 
tried to buy the entire collection for an ex- 
hibitin the World’s Fair; but Verestchagin 
could not be prevailed on to fixa price. He 
has always been reluctant to sell, and for 
several years has not done astroke with his 
brush. 

Attention was at first drawn in this country 
to the works of Verestchagin in 1881 by an 
illustrated article written by Richard Whit- 
ing, the Paris correspondent of the London 
Neacs. This was the forerunner of the exhibi- 
tion of the works in Paris in the same year. 
The artist himself attended this exhibition 
and met for the fmt time the leading art 
critics of Paris.

SARA IN A NEW BOLE. 


A Piece of Acting Not Down on the Bills at 
San Francisco. 

Saw Frawcrsco, Cal., April 27.—Sara Bern- 
hardt did a star piece of acting Saturday 
night, but it was behind the scenes and only 
professionals witnessed it. She bad just come 
off the stage after the great third act, when 
her Turkish Servant, Angelo, rushed upto 
her withone eye blacker than natural and 
biood streaming from a cut over his forehead. 
He had been roughly handled by several 
Grand Opera-bouse scene shifters because he 
persisted in coming upon the stage against 
the orders of Manager Bouvier. The scene 
shifters promptly knocked him out when he 
became insolent. 

Bernhardt was in her dressing-room when 
she heard her servant’s calls for aid. She 
descended upon the four scene shifters like a 
living fury and poured forth a stormof French 
expletivis that would have withered them 
had they understood that tongue. As it was, 
the only thing they caught was her demand 
for a revolver, and as she looked as she looks 
when fingering “the dagger before killing 
Scarpia,.they all fell back. Then members of 
the company rushed to her assistance and 
ranged themselves beside her on the stage. 
The scene shifters also assembled in all their 
strength, and for three-quarters of an hour 
there was just as pretty a row at the Opera- 
house as ever occurred at Donnybrook fair. 
Missiles were hurled that the flies never lis- 
tened to before. Meanwhile the audience 
was waiting and wondering why the perform- 
ance did not goon. Sara refused to continue 
unless every scene shifter was discharged. 
The scene shifters threatened to drop a haif- 
ton joad of scenery, which was hung up in the 
flies, upon the great Frenchwoman uniess she 
subsided, but she refused to subside, and 
dared them to do their worst. 

Finally, after several minor engagements 
in the rear of the stage, during which the 
only casualties were a number of Diack eyes, 
and a loss of French blood, the actress was 
calmed sufficientiy to proceed with the per- 
formance. She insisted, however, that the 
men who had beaten Angeo should be re- 
moved, and they were taken away by a 
special policeman. After the performance 
Sara demanded police protection, and ac- 
companied by two policemen she and Angelo 
and one of the company returned to their hotel 
in a carriage. She passed out through a 
big crowd, but there was no demonstration. 
Her wrath may have been sharpened by the 
fact that she played to half a house at the 
Saturday matinee and on Saturday night. 
Ticket speculators bought seats by the score, 
but had them left on their hands.

HE KILLED TWO MEN 


The Work of an Italian With a Knife 
in the Streets of Newark. 


MURDEROUS ATTACK UPON A PARTY OF 
YOUNG PEOPLE. 


His Victims Horribly Slashed—The Linde- 
man (Mo.) Mystery Unsolved—Verdict 
of the Coroner—Attacked and Beaten 
by Ruffians—Excursionists’ Trunks 
Rifled on a Train—Other Crimes. 


* New Yor«K, April 27.—The Saturday night 
reveling of Drift street in the Italian quarter 
of Newark had not died away at 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning when a lively party of 
four young men and two agiris joked and 
laughed at the doorstep of the house No. 2. 
Mamie Berin and Mamie Tuite were the girls 
and they were entertaining John Bulger, 
John Powers and Thomas and John Williams. 
The group were laughing over a jest perpe- 
trated by one of the girls when four Italians, 
who were evidently intoxicated, came stag- 
gering along. As they passed the stoop one 
of them, a big brown Tuscan, made a remark 
in Italian. 

**Look at the Guineas,’’ shouted Mamie 
Tuite. 

The four Italians at onceturned around. 

**Here comes one of the Mafla,’’ said one of 
the young men filppantly. 

In an instantaslim Itaéan rushed up and 
flashed a knifefrom hig pocket. The men 
and girls feil back and attempted to scatter, 
when the Italian clutched Bulger by the neck 
with his left hand and plunged the knife 
into his abdomen with his right hand, As 
Bulger fell, withacry, the Italian gave him 
another ripping wound. The Williams 
brothers made a dash through the other Ital- 
fans, as the murderous ‘‘ripper’’ made an at- 
tempt to kill the girls with the bloody knife. 
The girls had gained quite a start, but as 
they ran shrieking up the street the Italian 
Overtookthem, the while flourishing the 
crimson blade. 

Bulger was horribly mutilated about the 
abdomen, and as he struggled to his feet and 
staggered in the wake of the Italian he left a 
thick trail of blood behind him. The Italian 
was closing on the almost breathless girls, 
when Powers pluckily ran up. The Italian 
tried to shake him off and continue the pur- 
suit of the giris, but as Powers clutched him 
tightly he swung his arm, and the blade sunk 
into Powers’ left side. The wounded man 
fel) to the sidewalk just as Bulger came reel- 
ing along and toppled over on the stoop of 
Druggist Burkhardt’s residence, unconscious 
from the loss of blood. Powers tried to rise 
to his feet, when the Italian lifted the knife 
and was about to again stab him, The 
wounded man fell back on the pavement, and 
the slasher fled. 

A policeman heard the shrieks of the girls, 
and he was running up Orange street when 
he stumbled over Powers. Word was at once 
sent to the police station, and an ambulance 
soon carried Bulger to the Oity Hospital, and 
Powers was taken to St. Barnaby’s. The 
doctors said there was no hope of saving Bul- 
ger’s life. The intestines protruded from his 
body. County Ph¥sician Wrightson took Bul- 
ger’s ante-mortem statement a few hours 
later. ) “ 

The wound in Powers’ left side was eigh 
inches long, and it was believed it would 
prove fatal. 

The general police alarm was sent out for 
the arrest of the Italian. Late in the after- 
noon Detectives Hall and Carroll arrested 
Michael Rose on Newark street. He was 
taken before both wounded men and identi- 
fed as the man who stabbed them. 

Bulger died last night and Powers was ina 
critical condition. 


EXCURSIONISTS ROBBED. 
SYSTEMATIC PLUNDERING OF TRUNKS ON A 
RAILWAY TRAIN. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 27.—A peculiar 
case of systematic plundering on the North- 
ern Pacific through passenger train which 
arrived here from the Pacific coast last 
Thursday night has come to light. There 
were twenty-six persons inthe Raymond ex- 
cursion party which left Tacoma last Monday 
night. St. Paul was reached Thursday night 
and Friday was spent in the city. During 
the day one or twotrunks ofthe party were 
opened. Some small losses were discov- 
ered. On Saturday the excursionists came to 
Minneapolis. Hereaill trunks were opened 
and notes compared. It was found that 
nearly every trunk had been ransacked by 
the thieves. The Northern Pacific officials 
were communicated with and atonce set to 
work to run down the thieves. 

In one of the first trunks opened the tourist 
owning the trunk discovered a sheet of paper 
bearing the railroad company’s print on 
which was written some shipping instruc- 
tions. The thieves, whoever they were, had 
evidently carelessly allowed the slip of paper 
to drop into the trunk while riflingit. There 
was evidently more than one connected with 
the robbery, so the railroad people think, for 
one man could not have gone through ali the 
trunks. The loss by the robbery will be sev 
eral thousands of dollars. Everything from 
California winesto diamonds, clothes and 
jewelry was abstracted. Some of the party 
are from Eastern cities. 


THE LINDEMAN MURDER MYSTERY. 

LINDEMAN, Mo., April 27.—The body of a 
well-dressed woman was found on the out- 
skirts of this town yesterday which shows 
conclusive evidence that a dastardly murder 
has been committed, The woman had been 
strangled to death by means of a handker- 
chief around her neck. No one knows her, 
although since the finding of the body hbun- 
dreds have flocked to the scene of the crime 
to view the remains. There isa story in cir- 
culation that the woman and a strange man 
were seen Saturday afternoon passing 
through the town in the direction where the 
remains were discovered.

MURDER FOR MONEY 


Mrs. Josephine Barnaby, a Wealthy 
Widow, Poisoned at Denver. 


A MYSTERIOUS MESSAGE SENT BY THB 
MURDERER TO THE VICTIM. 


Dr. Graves, Her Financial Manager, From 
Providence, R. I., Turns Up in the 
Rocky Mountains and Takes Charge of 
the Body—An Old Scandal andthe Be- 
quest of Nearly a Million Dollars. 


DENVER, Colo . April 27.—To-day the de- 
tectives are makinganexamination of the 
books of the express companies in the hope 
ofobtainingaclewto the murder mystery 
which is the sensation of this city. The first 
facts made public were telegraphed to the 
Post DISPATCH On Saturday night. Up to 
that time the crime had been kept a secret by 
the authorities. Mrs. Josephine Barnaby, 
the victim, died on Sunday afternoon, 19th 
inst., and though every circumstance indi- 
cated a deliberate murder, the facts were 
kept quiet. On Friday night the remains 
were, with oficial sanction taken to Provi- 
dence, R.I., accompanied by Dr. Graves, 
whose presence in Denver is not fully 
explained, The authorities are in 
telegraphic communication with the 
police of Providence, R.I. ‘The facts con- 
cerning the mysterious death are being 
brought to light slowly, 

Some months ago Mrs. Josephine 8. Barn. 
aby, widow of J. B. Barnaby, mililonaire 
merchant of Providence, kK. I., took atripto 
California for her health. Mrs. G. 8. War- 
rell, wife ofa prominent Denver real estate 
dealer, accompanied her. On their return, 
April 9, Mrs. Barnaby founda package poast- 
marked Boston, which “hal arrived during 
herabsence. It contained a small flask with 
this inscription. 

With best wishes, accent this fine old whisky 
from your friends in the woods. 

A few days later, when fatigued, both drank 
some of the liquid. From that time both 
ladies suffered terrible agonies, Mrs. Barnaby 
slowly sinking under the effects of the poison 
which the bottle was afterward found to con- 
tain. On last Sunday Mrs, Barnaby died, 
The liquid in the flask was taken to 
Dr. Sewell of the Denver’ University. 
On analyzing the liquid he discov- 
ered that it was water colored with 
some organic matter, probably containing 
some whisky, and containing two grains of 
arsenic to the ounce. Dr, Graves took 
great interest in the case and gave assur- 
ances to the authorities that he would do 


everything in his power to hunt down the ~ 


murderers. It was reported that in Provi. 
dence Dr. Graves acted as Mrs. Barnaby’s 
financialtagent, andthat he would be one of 
the beneficiaries in the will. This, however, 
isonly report. Dr. Graves states that he 
has never seen Mrs. Barnaby’s will. 

Of her family history very little is known 
here. She was 66 years of age and had been 
a widow fortwo years. When her husband 
died he left about $600,000 behind him. Mrs. 
Barnaby contested the will and her children 
compromised with her, giving her $150,000 


because they thought their father had not 


Gealt fairly with her. Mrs. Barnaby came to 
Denver early in the present month to visit a 
Mrs, Worrell. Mrs. Worrell was aware of the 
fact that Mrs. Barnaby had spent two sum- 
mers camping out in the Adirondacks 
and knew many of the people living 
about where she and friends from 
Boston stopped during the summer. The ar- 
rival of the flask from which the ladies drank 
on April liwas considered a little mystert- 
ous, but was almost satisfactorily accounted 
for by this explanation. The mystery now is 
as to who sent the poisoned package and who 
Will be benefited by the dead woman’s will. 
AT MRS. BARBABY’'S HOME. 

PROVIDENCE, KR. 1., April 27.—The identity 
of the parties with whom Mrs. Barnaby went 
tothe Adirondacks isnot known except to 
her immediate family, but itis known that 
they are all persons of great social promil.- 
nence in Boston. Mrs. Barnaby’s youngest 
daughter, Maud, is now studying in Paris, 
and the eldest, Mabel, is married to Mr. John 
Conrad, and lives in Billings, Mont. Both 
daughters received large sums of money 
from their father, whose estate was valued 
at about $800,(00. 

Since the news of the mysterious death 
gossips’ tongues are wagging here over an 
ol4 scandal iavoliving the names of Mrs. Bar- 
naby anda mafi prominent in East Side soct- 
ety. The details of this matter were very 
carefully hushed up, but the affair madea 
breach, not only between Mrs. Barnaby and 
her husband, but between mother and 
daughters, and was no doubt the cause of the 
peculiar will which Mr. Barnaby left. He left 
his wife only an allowance of $1,4 per year, 
and even deprived her of the house where 
Mrs. Barnaby was at first in- 
clined to accept this allowance, and was 
strongly urged to do so by interested persons 
who knew that if she did aceept the first 
allowance she would thereby forfeit her right 
of dower. By the advice of friends she re- 
fused to accept the first allowance, contested 
the will, and received $18,0). Dr. Graves, 
who is now coming Kast with Mrs. Barnaby’s 
body, was her physician for some time before 
the death of Mr. Barnaby. 

After the settlement of the Barnaby estate 
and the payment of the money tothe widow, 
she placed the care of her property in the 
hands of Dr. Graves, who has managed It for 
her since. Ithas been reported that by the 
provisions of Mrs. Barnaby’s willbr. Graves 
is to receive $4,400. When questioned in re- 
gard to the statement, Mr. Nenry Ballou, the 
lawyer who settled the Barnaby estate, and 
who ts saidto have drawna will for Mrs. 
Barnaby, refused either to affirm or deny it.

The Evangelical Alliance Decides to 
Begin Two Crusades. 


AN ORGANIZED MOVEMENT TO CLOSE 
THE SALOONS ON SUNDAY. 


An Effort to Be Made to’ Have the Prot- 
estants of the City Unite in a Move- 
ment to Enforce the Newberry Law 
and “Check Catholicism’’—Important 


Meeting of the Ministers. 


At the meeting of the Evangelical Alliance 
this morning at Bowman Hall, 1505 Lucas 
place, Rev. Dr. John Mathews in the chair, a 
most important move toward the establish- 
ing of a Law and Order League was 
taken. It is the idea to conduct 
the affairs of this organization on 
the same principle as the Humane 
Society, with special officers, backed by 
acentral organization, etc. Their idea of 
this league, as expressed this morning, was 
that it would first be desirable to enforce the 
Newberry Sunday law, and secondly, unify 
Protestantism on issues thatare considered 
important to the people as a body politic. 
The Board of Counselors of the alliance was 
authorized toappointa committee of sulta- 
ble members which is to have in charge the 
the organization of the league. The Board 
of Counselors is composed of members from 
each denomination, including several of the 
most prominent ministers in the city. 

While nothing was said at the session that 
could be construed as even hinting toward 
the organization ofsuch a body, the move 
was generally understood by the ministers 
present. The idea, as advanced by the 
champions of the movement Is that money be 
collected in sufficient sums to enable the 
league to employ the services of two or more 
of the most prominent attorneys in the city 
to prosecute men arrested charged with vio- 
lating the Sunday law as it now exists. 

HOW THE MOVEMENT CAME ABOUT. 

Rev. Fullerton, the Cumberland Presby- 
terian divine, read a paper on ‘‘Possible 
Lines of Protestant Union,’’ dwelling particu- 
larly upon the point of Catholocism and en- 
forcement of suitable laws, naming the Sun- 
day enforcement. He pointed out that the 
entire Protestant world could unite on these 
issues, and yet not sacrifice one prin 
ciple which they held at the present time 
which was at all essential or vital. 

‘*While I do not believe that America is in 
danger from the domination of Romanism,’’ 
said he, ‘‘there is no doubt whatever that a 
bold assault is being made upon our institu- 
tions as well as beliefs and customs, The en- 
forced observance of our Sabbath regulations 
is a needful reform and one which cannot be 
undertaken too soon. I am told that the 
leading attorneys of the city will not engage 
their services to prosecute saloonkeepers who 
are violating the law, because it would be im- 
possible to secure aconviction after an in- 
dictment. But here lies the trouble. It is the 
next thing to impossible to secure the return 
of a true bill against a saloon keeper, but this 
does not invalidate the claim that Protest- 
ants can unite on the issue.’’ 

The remainder of the paper dwelt upon the 
unnecessary number of Protestant churches 
in @ great many communities, and urged that 
at least practical union be declared, He also 
urged that the Protestants unite in their 
charity work, 

DID NOT GO FAR ENOUGH. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading of the 
paper, Rev. Frank G. Tyrrell, pastor of the 
Central Christian Church, made some critt- 
cisms, saying that the paper didnot go igto 
details sufficiently to give the Nsteners an 
idea of what he proposed to accomplish, or 
how he would have it done. The gentleman’s 


closing remarks were very much tothe point, 


being as follows: 

**It seems to be conceded that Protestants 
can particularly unite in opposition to RKo- 
manism and saloon influence, and while I 
think that further unity is not only desirable 
but policy, itis highiy important that we 
unite upon certain vital questions imme- 
diately. WhatI propose is that the Board of 
Counselors, owing toa lack of time for dis- 
cussion, be authorized to appoint a standing 
committee, which shall always be on 
duty, which shail be known as the Committee 
on Romanism and Christian union, This 
committee will naturally be very large, and 
it is desirable that every aid be given the 
board in the work of selecting gentlemen 
suitable for the positions, which will be 
highly important.’’ 

Dr. Tyrrell, proceeding, {said that while the 
Evangelical Alliance may mean practical 
Protestant union, some method more active 
and fruitful of results should be chosen, 
giving this as his reason 
moving for the appointment of 
so-called committee. He hoped, he said, 
his quick, fery way, that such a proposition 
would meet with favorable action at the 
hands of the falliance. 

FAVORABLE AND OTHERWISE. 

Rev. Hagerty, iwho is chaplain of the al- 
liance and its city missionary, spoke in the 
same line, except that he saw no feasible 
reason for the appointment of the committee, 
the object of which he did not appear to 
clearly understand, His opposition 
was rather mild, and was made 
apparentiy without fully understanding 

e moves beingtaken. He said, in effect, 

at he considered the Evangelical Alliance 
as pear Christian unity as could be reached, 

Rev. J. F, Oorrington, pastor of the Water 
Tower Methodist Episcopal Church, seconded 
Kev, Tyrrell’s motion, saying that now was 
the proper time to take action on this matter, 
it having come up for discussion legitimately. 
He said, also, that he had expected 
the paper to gO farther in the 
discussion of such'‘an interesting question, 
and was much disappointed in having it 
stop where it did. There was nothing, he 
thought, which should require more careful 
thought and consideration than that of Chris- 
tian unity upon important questions, such as 
the influence of ‘‘Romanism and saloons.’’ 
Taking matters as they exist into considera- 
tion healso favored the appointment of the 
committee by the Board of Counselors, but 
if there was time would move that the mat- 
ter be considered before the alliance., 

Rev. Hopkins thought the criticism passed 
upon the paper was severeand unjust, but 
did not commit himseif as to the appointment 
of the Committee on Romanismand Christian 
Union. 

CAUSE OF THE ACTION, 

Some time ago the Evangelical Allance ap- 
pointed by choice ofthe body assembled a 
committee, who wasto have power to select 
10@ names of prominent business men who 
were willing to aid in the enforcement 
of the Newberry Sunday law. This 
committee, for various reasons, has 
failed to report, and Rev. Tyrrell 
took the first opportunity to make a move to- 
ward amore substantial organization. The 
Board of Counselors will act without any in- 
structions whatever and can place anyone 
they desire upon the list of the committee, 
which will be finally incorporated as a law 
and order league on the same principle as the 
one which now flourishes in Chicago and else- 
where. The first committee appointed to 
bring the matter up in a different 
wey will now practically retire and

EXCITED THE BREWERS. 


Henry Schulz Makes Affidavit to Some 
Startling Statements. 


Henry Schulz went Saturday before W. J. 
Burton, a notary public,and made an aMm- 
davit which has created something 
of a sensation in local brewery 
interests. Schulz is a machinist at 
present out ofemployment. Healleges that 
on April 11 last he wasapproached by Justus 
Sandrock, an attache ofthe advertising de- 
partment of the Westliche Post, who 
he says in the language of the affidavit, 
‘‘urged me to abandon all conscientious 
scruples as tothe manner of acquiring mon- 
ey. Endeavoring to ascertain the purpose 
and object in view I promised, at his request, 
to keep secret whatever he was about to tell 
me. He thereupon said: 

‘**There isa good chance for you to enter 
the city employ with a salary of at least $50 
per month if you will procure for 
me the small book fcontaining the names 
and addresses of the members of Brewers’ 
and Malsters’ Union No.6, which I saw you 
have in your hand. I have half of the names 
already and want the rest.’ 

‘*He then told me to sneak the book from 
the office of the Union on the second floor of 
Central Turner Hall or to kick 
open the door if necessary, as it was 
only fastened with a catch. He said he 
wanted the names inorder to boomthe cir- 
culation ofa weekly paper called Was Wir 
Wollen, which he intended to start.’’ 

It seems that Schulz informed Mr. Bechtold, 
Secretary of the Brewers’ Union, ofthe prop- 
osition., A bogus list was made out and 
given to Schulz, who alleges that he was paid 
$109 by Sandrock for the names. This 
was on the following Monday at 
which time Schulz asked Sandrock how he 
was going to get the city position. At this, it 
is alleged that Sandrock answered: 

‘*Oh, lam working for people whose word 
is law to the officials ofthe city. Ifyou have 
the confidence of the brewers, it will be an 
easy matter for you to get anything you 
want.’’ 

Schulz also alleges that onthe evening of 
the 12th inst. inthe saloon at Eleventh and 
Olivé streets Sandrock offered him $50 if he 
would get for him the  treasurer- 
accounts and the constitution and by-laws of 
the union. April 2 was the time set 
on which Schulz. was to g0 to the 
Boller Inspector’s office and receive an 
appointment as inspector. At that time 
Sandrock refused to do anything for him, 
saying that the names ofallof the members 
of the union were not in the book, 

The Brewers and Malsters’ Union will 
hold a meeting to-morrow inorderto deter- 
mine what action to take on 
these premises. It is probable that 
application will be made for a warrant 
charging Sandrock with conspiring 
to secure the commission of the thoft, 
The union men claim that eight 
of their companions were discharged by the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co. only a few days 
aco as soon as their connection with the 
union was ascertained,

CLOSED BY ROBBERY 


Temporary Suspension of 8 Burglarized 
Montgomery City, Mo., Bank. 


THE CASHIER MYSTERIOUSLY DISAP- 
PEARS IN ST. LOUIS. 


Nearly $10,000 Stolen From Its Vaults 
Forces the Farmers’ and Traders’ Bank 
to Close Its Doors This Morning— 
Strange Course of Cashier H. W. Cov- 
ington—His Friends Fear Insanity. 


The Farmers and Traders’ Bank of Mont- 
gomery City, Mo., which was robbed of 
$9,300 in currency last Thursday afternoon, 
closed its doors temporarily this morning. 
The closing is not in the nature of a failure or 
suspension of business, it is stated, and does 
not affect the credit of the bank. It was de- 
cided upon for the reasons that an investiga- 
tion is necessary to disclose the exact amount 
of the shortage caused by the _ rob- 
bery, and that the cashier, Capt. 
H. W. Covington, was absent, having 
left Montgomery on the night of the 
robbery to place the matter in the hands of 
the 8t. Louis police. The announcement of 
the closing of the bank that greeted the eyes 
of the depositors this morning stated 
that the bank would make good 
all deposits and open up again 
as soon as the shortage and confusion caused 
by the robbery of last Thursday had been ar- 
ranged. The Farmers and Traders’ Bank 
did a good business and was in a flourishing 
condition. 

TWO SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS. 

With the sensational result of the closing of 
the bank doors in Montgomery City this 
morning, the robbery also de- 
velops a second sensation in St. 
Louts in the mysterious disappearance 
of Cashier H. W. Covington. After arriving 
in this city last Friday morning and notifying 
the police of the robbery Cashier Covington 
has apparently dropped completely out 
of sight, and his continued absence 
and silence are now causing the 
deepest anxiety and alarm to his family and 
friends. His brother, a farmer, living three 
miles from the town of Montgomery City, 
is now in St. Louls, and for 
two days and nights past has been 
searching for the missing man under the 
guidance of Detective Scully, who was at 
once placed on the case. No trace of the 
missing cashier has been found, however, 
and apprehensions of the gravest nature are 
entertained in consequence. 

The robbery itself was so remarkable, and 
Cashier Covington’s conduct following its 
discovery so strange that it is feared the 
shock and excitement incidentto the affair 
may have temporarily unsettled his reason. 
So far as is known at present the robbery oc- 
curred while the cashier wasSabsent at din- 
ner, he having left the Dank at noon, accom- 
panied by his nephew, young Mr. Loyel. The 
cashier states that he closed and locked the 
bank upon leaving, but it tis believed 
that he must have left the vaultopen. Re- 
turning from dinner at 12:45 o’clock, nothing 
unusual was noticed in the appearance of 
things, andthe afternoon business was 
transacted as usntal. But upon balancing 
the cash at4o’clock in the afternoon, 
which was done by Cashier Covington and 
Mr. Loyel, the startling discovery was made 
that $9,2000fthe bank funds were missing. 
An investigation was immediately started by 
the cashier, and the Town Marshal 
was notified to be on the lookout 
for strange and suspicious characters. No 
traces of any such person could be found, 
however, and although it was discovered 
thata rear window in the bank had been 
broken open,and the safe door was scratched 
asthoughit had been tampered with, the 
lock had not been broken, nor was there any 
external evidence that the vault had been 
opened. 

DISAPPEARED IN 8ST. LOUIS. 

Cashier Covington apparently became 
panic-stricken and acted in an almost insane 
manner. After starting the investigation he 
notified the President of the bank, Mr. C. 
D. Faulkner, of the robbery, and then, 
without a word of explanation, left 
Montgomery City and came direct 
to St. Louls. Heatonce reported to Capt. 
Fruchte at the Four Courts, and gave the de- 
tails of the robbery. He then left, promising 
to return later that same day, Friday. Since 
that visit nothing has been seen of him, nor 
can it be ascertained where he had stopped 
during the few hoursof his stay previous 
to his visit to the Four Courts, nor what he 
may have done with himself since that visit. 
The reports of his erratic conduct before 
leaving Montgomery City are accompanied 
by statements that his friends fear he may 
have been suffering from temporary mental 
aberration and are in dread of discovering 
thathe has done something rash while in 
that condition, 

THE POLICE INVESTIGATION. 

The police authorities here state, however, 
that while Cashier Covington may have act- 
ed queerly in Montgomery City, his manner 
during his one visit to the 
Four Courts was extremely cool and self 
possessed, and showed no evidence even of 
unusualexcitement, They state that there 
was certainly nothing in his behavior to in- 
dicate that he was not thoroughly master of 
himself, and the police theory of 
the case does not contemplate 
such a possible contingency as 
that of Cashier Covington having committed 
suicide or being now wandering about in an 
irresponsible mental condition. The detect. 
ives are makinga thorough search for the 
missing man, but he seems to have, by 
a peculiar accidental combination of 
circumstances, left no trace what- 
ever of where: he was stopping or 
what he did beyond visiting the Four Courts. 
In the absence of any clew whatever at the 
start, the police discovered that there was a 
Mrs. Brown, a boarding-house keeper on 
Locust street, who had known Capt. Coving- 
ton in Montgomery City, and it was supposed 
that he might have stopped there or called on 
her during his visit. 

Inquiry at the house, however, proved that 
Mrs. Brown knew nothing of Capt. Cov- 
ington’s presence in St. Louis and no fur- 
ther possible clew has been discovered as 
yet. 

The brother ofthe missing man, who ar- 
rived in St. Louls yesterday and at once 
communicated with the police, called on 
Chief Harrigan again this morning and had a 
long conference with him. He is doing every- 
thing in his power to clear up the mystery 
of the disappearance, and will remain in 
St. Louis until convinced that his brother 
must have left this city for some other point. 
He spent all of yesterday and several hours 
last night tn company with Detective 
Scully, making a round of hotels and board. 
ing-houses, in hopes of at least locating 
the missing cashier, but without results, and 
is now continuing the same work. He will 
return to the Four Courts during the day, and 
there is @ possibility that the exhaustive 
search of to-day may result in at least ob. 
taining aclew asto Cashier OCovington’s lo. 
cal stopping place. 

LETTERS RECEIVED TO-DAY. 

There is no apprehension whatever felt in 
Montgomery City that Cashier Covington ts 
in any way implicated in the strange rob- 
bery, the only fear béing that 
the excitement of the affair may 
have unbalanced his mina for the time being 
and that he may come to harm while in that 
condition. The migsing cashier wasa stock. 
holder in the Farmers’ and Traders’ Bank 
owning some $3,000 of the stock; was 
also a heavy owner of real tate 
and was reckoned asone of the wealthiest 
and most solid of citizens of that town. He 
is very highly esteemed and comsidered a 
safe and conservative business man. He is 


about 36 old, marred, but has no chil- 
dren. Chief Hartigan ‘morning received 


am letter from a prominent lawyer of Mont- 


gomery City, stating that all mecessary ©x- 
penses ofthe search for Cashier Covington 
would be paid by the Farmers’ & Traders’ 
Bank, and that his friends feared he was 
not at present mentally responsible for his 
actions. The letter stated also that his 
strange invisibility might be caused either 
by that fact or that he was _  possi- 
bly sick in some boarding-house, and 
added that he was a man who 
was so far from being a drinking man that 
one good-sized drink of whisky would be 
likely to make him intoxicated or unwell. In 
appearance Cashier Covington is smooth- 
faced, with brown hair and eyes. He is 5 feet 
7 inches in height and weighs about 160 
pound.

William Lee, Colored, Felled to the 
Earth by Joseph Hill. 


A PROBABLE MURDER AT THE CHAIN 
OF ROCKS. 


Lee’s Enraged Companions Start to Inaug- 
urate a Race War, but Contractor Mo- 
Cormack’s Winchester Stops Them—A 
New York Capitalist’s Narrow Escape 
—Lee in a Dangerous Condition. 


The City Dispensary received a telephone 
message at lla. m. to-day to send an ambu- 
jance to the Chain of Rocks, where one of 
Contractor John B. O’Meara’s men was lying 
dangerously injured, having been struck on 
the head with a club by a fellow-workman. 

Mr. O’Meara and Rk. P. McOormick have 
the contract to supply the rock and 
bulld the tunnel from the settling 
basins for the new water-works 
which are being constructed at the Chain of 
Rocks tothe inlet tower inthe river. They 
employ alarge numberof menwho live in 
rough frame houses or shanties. One shanty is 
used by negroesto sleepin and another by 
whites for the same purpose. 

There are other houses used by men who 
are married and have families. At night 
when the day's work is done 
the men are accustomed to assemble 
at one or other of the shanties and 
Gevote a few hours to tripping the light fan- 
tastic to the strains of a violin which is 
manipulated by one of their own number. 

Nor are these gatherings left without the 
refining influence of female society, for when 
the babies are all put to sleep the women of 
the camp also join the merrymakers, and the 
otherwise dreary spot on the banksof the 
old Mississipp! is made to resound with mirth 
and song. 

The color line is not drawn very strongly at 
those gatherings. In the absence of more 
congenial companionship one of John B. 
O’Meara’s Celtic quarrymen may be seen 
teaching the latest Tipperary step toa dark 
skinned damsel from the colored camp. 

HOW THE DIFFICULTY OCCURRED. 

And this is how the difficulty occurred 
which may result In a murder and which 
came near resulting in a bloody riot. 

The trouble took place last Tuesday night, 
but has been kept quiet through the  in- 
fuence of the contractors whose men were 
engaged in the difficulty and no arrests have 
been made. 

A dance was in progress in the shanty of 
the white men, which is near McCormick’s 
office,asmaill wooden structure near the 
shaft which leads to the tunnel running out 
under the river bed to the inlet tower. 

It was between 9 and 10 p. m. Joseph Hill, a 
white man, and William Lee, a middle aged 
negro, got into a difficulty. 

A TERRIFIC BLOW. 

Lee Grew aknifeand was abonttocarve 
Hill, when Hill pickedup a club and struck 
the negro a terrific blow over the head, which 
felled him to the ground unconscious and 
bleeding. This was outside the shanty, the 
men having rushed out In chasing each other 
during the first part of the difficulty. 

Mr. McCormick was in his office at the time 
and witb bim was a Mr. Toomey, a capitalist 
from New York, who is West witha view to 
making investments. Mr. Toomley and Mr. 
McCormick propose engaging ina specula- 
tiop and were discussing the matter when 
the trouble arose between the men. 

They both rusbec out, and Mr. Toomley 
seeing the negro lying bleeding on the 
ground went to him, and began trying to 
bring him to. In the meantime the negroes 
from the other portions of the camp hearing 
the disturbance. came rusing to the scene of 
the difficulty, and seeingone of their num- 
ber lying apparently dead and a white man 
bending over him, rushed with yells of rage 
at Toomley. 

W ANTED TO KILL TOOMLEY. 

A burly negro carrying a double-barreled 
shotgun ied the attack, and leveling the gun 
at Toomiley pulled both triggers. The 
New York man’s agility alone saved 
his iife. Seeing his danger he grabbed 
the gum which was thrust in bis face and 
forced it up just as it went off, the double 
charge grazing his head. 

Toomiey’s life, however, would have been 
sacrificed tothe fury of the blacks but for 
the courage and presence of mind of Con- 
tractor McCormick. He saw his friend’s 
danger, and rushed back into the office, ap- 
peariog almost immediately with a winches- 
ter rife, which he began discharging over the 
heads of the negroes. 

This checked them. Then Mr. McOormick 
told them that if they @id not desist in their 
attacks on Mr. Toomiley he would shoot them 
Gown. 

The scene was appalling for a few moments 
and the cries of the women, who feared a ter- 
ribie tragedy had taken place, conspired to 
add to the confusion. 

The colored men were quieted finally and 


man was injured, sO that he 
would know what arrangements to make in 
the sending for him, but he was unable to get 
much information. 

Mr. O’Meara was seen and at first made 
light of the matter. When he learned, how- 
ever, that the reporter already knew the 
facts, he said: ‘‘Well, as long as you know it 
already I may as well give it to you,’’ and he 
related the story substantially as told above, 
only that he seemed to be quite ignorant as 
to the condition of Lee. He was not aware 
that he had been sent to the hospital. It was 
at the City Hall that Mr. O’Meara was seen, 
and when told by the reporter that the Dis- 
pensary had been telephoned by his (Mr. 
O’Meara’s) Office to send an ambulance for 
Lee he said: ‘‘Well! He must be pretty bad, 
then.’’ Mr. O’Meara stated that no arrests 
bad been made.

THE MUNICIPAL APPOINTMENTS. 


It is not often that the business commu- 
nity of St. Louis is as anxious and as uneasy 
as it is now about the action of the Mayor 
and Council with reference to the appoint- 
ment of the officers who are toserve this 
city for the next four years. This uneasi- 
ness is caused by the fact that all the indi- 
cations so far point to the filling of offices 
requiring a high order of business capacity 
and political independence, with hench- 
men and spoilsmen whose chief recom- 
mendation is campaign service rendered or 
to be rendered to somebody in power. 

The general feeling of the people is that 
there is an exceptionally bright outlook 
for St. Louis just now, and any serious 
blunder in putting our municipal govern- 
ment under a cloud for four years to come 
would have a dampening effect most un- 
welcome. The real estate men especial- 
ly are in high feather over their prospects, 
and especially anxious for a Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements that will inspire confi- 
dence and know what to do or prevent. 
But business men of all avocations, feeling 
that the municipal administration of the 
next four years will have an important 
bearing upon the future rank of their city, 
arein no humor to look with patience upon 
any attempt to put that administration 
upon a political spoils basis. 

If the Mayor is ambitious and inclined 
to nurse his political future he has a fine 
opportunity to show that the anxiety 
about his appointments does him great in- 
justice and that he can put the obligations of 
a high public trust above the ‘‘pulis’’ and 
bargains of machine politics. If the Dem- 
ocratic majority of the Council, elected by 
a minority vote, would confer on its party 
the maximum of credit and benefit deriv- 
able from its success at the polls, it must 
bear in mind that the people, including 
the great mass of Democratic voters, 
always honor capable and strictly faithful 
public service more than mere party ser- 
vice.

Joun 8S. CLARKSON, the new President of 
the League of Republican Clubs, has out- 
lined a campaign policy for the party, and 
his election may pass as the League’s in- 
dorsement of his policy.

Dr. Heber Newton Defines His Attitude 
on the Tenets of the Church. 


— 


INCREASE OF SCEPTICISM DUE TO A RE- 
ACTION AGAINST CREEDS. 


Guides and Teachers Who Demand Belief 
in Superstition—Insuperable Barriers 
to Faith Placed in the Path of Intelli- 
gence—Where the Church Is at Fault in 
the Matter. 


NEW YORK, Apryl 27.—An unusually large 
congregation crowded All Souls Church yes- 
terday morningto hear Rev. Dr. R. Heber 
Newton speak upon a subject that may be 
characterized as ‘ ‘foes to faith.’’ 

Dr. Newton hasrecently been so severely 
criticized by the ministry and laity of‘ the 
Episcopal Church for alleged heresy that 
adefinite declaration of his attitude on the 
tenets of the Church was expected of him. It 
came in yesterday’s sermon and seems to 
leave noroom for further doubtasto just 
what Dr. Newton doesand does not believe 
concerning the resurrection, the inspiration 
of the Bible and the value of religious creeds. 
The text was: ‘‘I have prayed for thee, that 
thy faith fail not.’’ Luke, xxii, 32. 

The sermon opened with a definition of true 
faith which was explained to be nota belief 
in any series of propositions, not necessarily 
an assent to any form of creed, but a trust in 
the sanctity of the universe, a something all 
summed up intheone great, elastic, simple 
word, God. 

‘‘To inspire and educate faith,’’ argued 
the doctor, ‘‘is the one supreme function of 
the pulpit. Briefly summed the abiding and 
persistent foes to faith which meet each 
generation are twofold. First, the selfish- 
ness Ofman andthe low level along which 
man walks;and second, the superstitions of 
the Christian Church of to-day. 

PROBLEMS UNSOLVED. 

‘*In all times, tn all lands,under every form 
of outward belief, there has been an intellect- 
ual foe to the faith which intellectual minds 
have seen only too keenly, There never has 
been found the possibility of a statement that 
would cover the problem of the universe. 
There never has been found a formula which 
would exhaust the universe of mystery. 
There never has been found a theory which 
interprets all the difficulties of life. There nev- 
er has been found a form of faith which was 
large enough, round enough, full enough for 
faith. Noone has ever been able to answer 
every difficulty, to solve every puzzie. 
~ ‘“**At theend of every argument there has 
been a question mark. Atthe endof. every 
creed there has beena hostof preplexities 
unmet by that creed. 

**When I affirm my faith in God, when I de- 
clare to you that out of whatsoever thinking I 


soever wrestling with the problems of the 
Universe, I have been able to sustain, I have 
won a secret of peace. Idonot declare to 
you that my difficulties are solved, that all 
things are clearand plain to me, that there 
is nothing that can be raisedto stagger my 
faith. 

‘*The only sane attitude for a reasonable 
mind amid the all encompassing mystery Is 
that which confesses its inability to interpret 
the universe, but affirms the conviction that 
there is an interpretation to be found in the 
universe. Were the church to-day in any 
sense of the word that moral force in the 
world which it was in its first century, would 
there be the unbelief which there is to-day? 
Half of the doubts which oppress men to-day 
would vanish were the church once more in- 
spired with that enthusiasm for goodness and 
humanity which once it knew so well. 

SYNONYM OF WEAKNESS. 

‘*Alas for us that the church has become 
the synonym of weakness and inconsistency 
and lack ofearnestness. The religious world 
is unloving, selfish. As the church fails in 
her moral power, so does she seem 
to me to fail to-day in her 
intellectual power. She who is appointed to 
be the interpreter, revealing to men the 
secret of life, stands athwart the door tothe 
interpreter’s house and keeps myriads of 
men out of the light that is within. 

**Alas, that itis the church’s work in the 
world so largely to make faith seem unreason- 
able, impossible. Bard words for that 
mother church, which I love and honor and 
revere, but which none thelessI seeto be 
missing its high mark in the world. The 
intellectual barrier to faith is superstition, 
the excess, the exaggeration of faith, its 
caricature which the church, alas, 
is still busy in 
upon the world 
the living reality, the genuine article. Hosts 
of thoughtful men are kept away from the 
living faith, because when they turnto the 
appointed guide and teacher they hear that 
which darkens wisdom by words without 
knowledge. They hear demands which seem 
to them impossible and have proffered to 
them in lieu of faith what is a virtual super- 
stition. Protestantism offers to the world 
in its creeds forms of faith miraculously 
given, supernaturally directed, authoritative 
over the reasons of men, fixed and final 
forms of faith, to question which is to doubt 
sinfully. 

THE CAUSE OF SCEPTICISM, 

**Is it any wonder that educated, thought- 
ful men, unable to find any form of faith, any 
such miracle, unable to suborn their reason 
and compel its assent to the letter of the 
creed, should be massing themselves in in- 
creasing numbers outside of every church as 
unable to believe? A large part of the scepti- 
cism of our day is the national reaction 
against creeds. How much of unbelief is the 
natural result of the traditional doctrine of 
hell. Presented as it has been by the evan- 
gelical churches, it has simply horrified the 
moral sense outraged conscience and shocked 
the spiritual nature. So, again, the supersti- 
tion of the Bible is robbing hosts of men ofa 
living faith. Whenever it is allowed tospeak 
for itself it is the inspirer of faith. If you go 
to it without theory or prejudice you will not 
read it without having faith kindled within 


you. 

**But the church tacks a theory to the Bible 
which is utterly preposterous, Judged by the 
light ofourday. They cannot readit with- 
out detecting the handiwork of men. They 
cannot place upon the whole fabric, as it 
stands in its entirety, the authorship of God 
himself. The chureh says: All or none. 
Altogether inspired or not at all inspired. 
Here is a church in whose hand 1s placed the 
Bible actually seeking to drive out from its 
communion a learned professor who tells the 
truth about the book that he may help men 
to still reverence and loye the bible, and 
these men say that heis a foe to faith be- 
cause he tells the truth. 

THE CHURCH AT FAULT. 

**The real foe to faith is the Church which 
piously quibbles about the book in the name 
or God. There is the superstition of the 
resurrection which is much exercising the 
minds of some good people to-day. Immor- 
tality is one of the two great fundamental 
faiths of religion, faiths by which man walks. 
It carries with it of necessity the belief that 
man who lives beyond the grave shall live in 
some bodily form. We know nothing of the 
life that Is disembodied: Not content with 
affirming a life beyond the grave in bodily 
form, the leaders of thought: in the 
church insist upon men believing that 
the very body in which we 
live here and which we lay away in the grave 
is to be raised and become the resurrection 


body. A needless addition to the faith, this, 
which is also an insuperable difficulty in the 
way of it to most men.’’ 

Dr. Newton’s closing words were: ‘‘The 
heart of man longs to believe. Itis as hungry 
for genuine faith now as ever in the past, if, 
only instead of the hard stone of dogma and 
ecclesiasticism of superstition in its myriad

A LIBERAL RECTOR. 


THE EPISCOPALIAN CLERGYMAN IN NEW YORK 
WHO IS A CHURCH WAR HERO. 

New Yor«, April 27.—Dr. Rainsford of St. 
George’s Church, the Rev. Heber Newton and 
Dr. I.N. Stanger are the heroes of a great 
church war at present. One hundred and 
sixteen clergymen and fifty laymen of the 
Episcopal Chureh have made formal remon- 
strance against their permitting clergymen 
of other denominations to speak from Epis- 
copalian pulpits, Their defense will be a 
quibble upon the word ‘‘officiate’’ and a plea 
to the spirit of the age, and it is a plea which 
will probably be looked upon with favor. 

Dr. Rainsford is the most unique figure in 
New York to-day, asIsaw him in Beecher’s 
old pulpit in Plymouth Church not long ago. 

Over 6 feet in height, his form {Is straight 
and he carried himself with the precision of 
a German drillmaster. His sparse hair was 
carefully partedin the middle. His counte- 
nance was open and frank and his eyes 
beamed through a pair of pebble pince nez, 
He was attired in a loosely fitting, single 
breasted, sack coat that showed his form to 
advantage. He lowered himself into the 
great chair once occupied by Beecher, and 
sat there until the musical portion of the 
service was over. Then he stood up to 
preach. He didn’t open the Bible nor lay 
even a page of notes before him. But he be- 
gan to speak ina free and easy way, and at 
once captured the audience. Histext was: 
**Such as I have give I thee.’’ He thrust his 
hands into his trousers’ pockets, drew up his 
form, and for forty minutes rattled along a 
perfect Niagara of ideas clothed in choice 
language. He frequently moved about the 
platform, resting on one foot and then on the 
other. Sometimes his hands found their way 
into his coat pocket, and again they were 
used to vigorously pound the air in enforcing 
a point. His unconventionality captured his 
audience and he was listened to with the 
deepest attention. 

Dr. Rainsford isa perfect type of the En- 
glish parson whom Anthony Trollope loved to 
depict. He is a Londoner by birth. His 
cheeks bear the glow of ruddy health. He is 
a fine Oarsman, a good cricketer, as enthusi- 
astic an angler as ever whippeda stream, 
and he can ride to hounds, box,or do a 
twenty-five miles walk a day without turning 
a hair. 

His church ts very large, and has no end of 
societies and relief committees at work. His 
congregation numbers nearly 3,000 persons. 
He is popular with the young, and an advo- 
cate of the people’s pleasure, indeed, an en- 
larged edition of Walter Besant, and he 
would like to have a People’s Palace in every 
city in the Union. 

He is very liberal in his views, and leads in 
all works of reform. But there is talk or dis- 
cipline just the same, and unless I misunder- 
stand human nature he will ight. If he does, 
you will hear the roarof battle from New 
York to San Francisco. 


DEATH OF BRO. PATRICK. 


The Assistant Superior of the Christian 
Brothers Passes Away. 


The death of Bro. Patrick, Assistant Super- 
lor-General of the Christian Brothers order, 
which occured in Paris yesterday, has occa- 
sioned much regret among the members of 
the order of this country, and particularly in 
this city, as it was here the deceased 
educator performed some of his 
greatest worE in the cause of 
education. It was Bro. Patrick who estab- 
lished the Christian Brothers’ College in this 
city, and many other similar institutions owe 
their existence and success to his untiring 
zealand ability. He came here in 1853 from 
Montreal, and went to work in a vigorous 
manner to establish a college. Members of 
the same order had started a school before his 
coming, Dut it was a small, unpretentious 
affair. With Bro. Patrick at the helm, the 
littie school grew into a college, and in 1855 it 
was formally incorporated. He was its first 
President, and during his administration the 
college was put on a foundation that largely 
made it the successful, flourishing institution 
it is to-day. While President of 
the college he was made provincial 
of the order and in that capacity established 
colleges at Memphis, St. Joseph, 
Christian, Miss., and two on the Pacific 
Coast. He became the first President of the 
Manhattan Oollege, in New York, in 1861, and 
remained there until 41873. He was 
then chosen Assistant Superior-General 
and given the supervision ofall the colleges 
inthe United States. He was aman of in- 
domitable courage and never allowed any 
undertaking, however great or difficult, to 
confuse him inthe least. Whenhe was in 
charge ofthe New York College he was vis- 
ited by an army officer, who, in commenting 
on Bro.Patrick’s piercing eyes,remarked that 
he would have no difficulty commanding an 
army. 

Bro. Patrick was born in Tipperary, Ire- 
land, in 1822 and at the age of 3 years came to 
this country with his parents, his father hav- 
ing been exiled for holding political views 
not to the liking of the British Government. 


He received his education at Montreal and | 


was there received in the order. Not 
long after his entrance he was 
inspector of the Christian Brothers’ schools 
of Montreai and later came here and estab- 
lished the local college, whichin the course 
of years grew into the immense institution 
at King’s highway and Easton avenue. 

There is a possibility that the remains 
will be brought to this coun- 
try for interment and _ Bro. Paullan 
and.the other members of the St. Louis Col- 
lege faculty are hopeful that the. burial will 
be inthis city. This beingthe scene of his 
early work and successes, they consider this 
city rightfully entitled to the honor of re- 
ceiving his remains. He frequently visited 
the city after he left the college and often ex- 
pressed his love and admiration of St. Louls 
and her people. 


MARRIED THE WRONG MAN. 


Suicide of a Bride of Four Months—Her 
Husband’s Discovery. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 27.—Mrs. Amelia 
Lindner, a wife of four months and only 19 
years old, died last evening at her home from 
a dose of oxalic acid taken with suicidal in- 
tent. She was married in December, but up 
to within a few days of her marriage she was 
undecided in the choice of her husband, 
Lindner havinga rival in a resident at Wood- 
land, which was also the girl’s home. Shortly 
after her marriage she returned ona visit to 
her parents and there met her rejected lover. 
He wrote to herafter her return to Milwaukee 
and she again visited Woodland, returning 
Wednesday. Friday she purchased 10 cents’ 
worth of oxalic acid, securing it onthe pre- 
tence of wanting it to clean some clothing. 
When her husband returned home he found 
all the doors locked. Entering through a 
window, he found his wife lylag upconscious 
on the floor, while beside her lay her wedding 
dress. She lingered until last evening, when 
she died. Shetold a neighbor that she had 
married the wrong man.

Striking Laborers Assault the Gates of 
the Michigan Car-Shops. | 


THE sTREET RAILWAY TROUBLES AMI- 
CABLY ADJUSTED. 


Threatened Strike of the Pennsylvania 
Coal Miners—The Employment of Pin- 
kerton Special Police Denounced From 
the Pulpit—Difficulties in the Amalga- 
mated Association—Labor News. 


DETROIT, April 27.—Only 300 of the 2,000 em- 
ployes of the Michigan Car Co. went to work 
this morning. Shortly after 7 o’clock a crowd 
of striking laborers, mostly Polanders, made 
an assault on the gates and attempted to 
break them down. A force of police officers 
who were on guard whacked away at the 
heads of the strikers, but they got into the 
Detroit Pike- Works shop, on the ground floor, 
in spite of the police. They were driven out 
by the non-strikers and the officers. 
The men then held a meeting in an 
adjacent field and decelded to present their 
demands for a nine-hour day at the same rate 
of wages as they have been receivingto the 
officers of tbe company. Supt.McGregor prom- 
ised to give them an answer this afternoon. 
After the meeting the strikers endeavored to 
induce the Detroit Steel and Spring works 
employes to go out, Dut were unsuccessful. 
Then they dispersed. 

THE STREET-CAR STRIKE SETTLED. 

The arbitration of the street railway 
troubles in this city began this morning. On 
the organization of this committee by the 
choice of Rev. C. R. Henderson,as chair- 
man, Arbitrator M, J. Dee, editor of the 
Evening News, announced that the City Rail- 
way Co., which had chosen himas its rep- 
resentative, wished to take an advanced 
step in dealing with its employes. 
It conceded the right of organization; 
will hereafter deal with its men as a 
union; will take back its discharged 
employes and retain them during good De- 
havior; any protest against hours, wages, or 
discharges of employes will be considered 
by the company with any committee the men 
may choose, and in case of failure to 
agree, the matter will be referred to the 
present Board of Arbitrators, who are to be 
a continuing body. 

The representatives of the men say they 
are heartily satisfied with this arrange ment 
and the board adjourned.

Thank God these hired rufflans 
have not yet been called in to help any city 
or corporation in the barbarous South. If 
any plutocrats down here should so far for- 
get the spirit of our institutions as to send 
for them, it is to be hoped that self-respect- 
ing State governments will order out the 
militia to put out and down and imprison 
these Pinkertons. What do the Northern 
people mean by tolerating it? What sort of 
notion of republican government have these 
Northern governors and people?’’ 


THE THREATENED STRIKE, 


RESULT OF THE CONFERENCE OF MINE OPER- 
ATORS WITH GOMPERS. 

New York, April 27.—Word was received in 
this city late last night that representatives 
'of the coal operators had conferred with 
Samuel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, in this city, yesterday, 
and that the strike of miners all over the 
country for eight hours, which was to take 
place on May i, had been averted.

| adjcurned without reaching any definite con- 
'clusion. I expected all along that there 
would be a conference of the heads of both 
sides.’? 


THE BOSTON UNIONS. 

Boston, April 27.—The Horse Shoers’ Union 
held a meeting yesterday at which they voted 
todemand an advance in wages, and nine 
hours a day with ten hours’ salary. The 
demand will be made next Thursday night 
and ifitis not acceded to by the employers 
the men will strike. The boiler makers in- 
tend to strike to-day, butat a meeting held 
yesterday they voted to indefinitely postpone 
such action. The building laborers have set- 
tled their differences with the Master Bulld- 
ers’ Association. The latter has conceded 
the demand for a nine-hour day with untform ' 
wages of 25 cents per hour for all laborers. 


COMBINING AGAINST THE ROLLERS. 

PITTSBURG, April 27.—The puddlers, rough- 
ers and catchers of this district, belonging to 
the Amalgamated Association, are forming a 
combination against the rollers that may 
cause trouble in that organization when the 
yearly wage question comes up in June. 
These three branches of the trade claim they 
were badly treated last year and have called 
a meeting in this city for May 9 to arrange de- 
tails. By joining forces they will enter the 
June convention with a majority and thus 
carry their point. The puddiersare to help 
the roughers and catchers to secure one- 
quarter instead of one-third of the rollers’ 
wages, while the puddlers themselves will be 
backed in their demands for $ per day in- 
stead of $5.50, as at present.

PRESIDENT HARRISON. 


Reception of the News From North Bend— 
Future Intentions. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., April 27.—President 
Harrison was furnished with copies of the 
Press dispatches containing the news of the 
accident to his sister, which occured at North 
Bend, O., yesterday, as fast as the telegrams 
arrived here. When the news first came, 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker stated that 
it looked as if the whole party would start 
directly for the East. When the news came 
that Mrs. Eaton was not so seriously injured 
as at first reported, the President was greatly 
relieved and stated that until definite news 
was received no change would be made in his 
plans. The President and Mrs. Harrison sat 
up until a late hour, anxiously awaiting the 
latest details in regard to the accident. 

The telegraph office in the hotel was opened 
by the Western Union Co. and Kept open all 
night for the President’s use, but it was not 
until 2:35 a.m, that the operators succeeded 
in establishing communication with North 
Bend. At that time the operator at North 
Bend had been aroused and he gave his ac- 
count of the accident assoon as he reached 
the office. The President received several 
messages and was much relieved to learn 
that Mrs. Eaton was conscious and resting 
more comfortably. The President then re- 
tired without having determined whether to 
continue histripor proceed immediately to 
North Bend. Mrs. Eaton is 65 years old. Her 
son, Arch, who lives in El Paso, joined the 
Presidential party at that place and came as 
far as Los Angeles. 

On receipt of ‘a dispatch from Cincinnati 
this morning conveying the intelligence of 
an improvement in the condition of Mrs. 
Eaton, it was announced on behalf of the 
President that the programme of the enter- 
tainment for to-day and the remainder of the 
week will be observed unless other and less 
favorable news of Mrs. Eaton’s condition 
should be received. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED, 

NORTH BEND, Ind., April 27.. -While return- 
ing from church service at Clews to her 
home in North Bend yesterday Mrs. Betty 
Eaton, sister of President Harrison, and Mrs, 
Anna Moore, a friend, were accidentally 
thrown out of the rig they occupied and se- 
riously injured, Mrs. Eaton,it was thought at 
the time, fatally. Theaccident was caused 
by the breeching of the harness breaking and 
while Mrs. Moore was attempting to stop the 
horse she swerved the animaland upset the 
vehicle, throwing herself and Mrs. Eaton 
out. 

Mrs. Eaton recovered consciousness during 
the night and seems to be improving, with 
Slight chances of recovery, 80 says the 
physician, Dr. Hughes of Cleeves. The wifes 
were thrown open early to-day between 
North Bend and San Francisco, and the Presi- 
dent sent the following to his sister: 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 27.—We were eatly 
shocked to hear of your accident and wait with great 
anxiety further news. My love, and may God grant 
news more reassuring. BENJ. HARRISON. 

COL. M’CLUNG’S ACCOUNT. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 27.—Col. E. W. Me- 
Clung, Collector of Internal Revenue, who 
lives at North Bend and who was almost an 
eye-witness tothe accident to Mrs. Eaton 
and who saw her soon after she was removed 
to Mr. Hayes’ house, says the story of her in- 
jury was greatly exaggerated inthefirst re- 
ports, but after the doctor had madean ex- 
amination the family determined to suppress 
the news of the accident in ordertonot give 
unnecessary alarm tothe President and her 
other relatives. Mrs. Eaton fell on her face. 
Her forehead was cut and her chin abraded 
and shereceived sucha concussion of the 
brain as served to make her unconscious less 
than half an hour.There were no bonesjbroken 
and no serious contusions.

The Promised Lecture Delivered to a Won- 
dering Audience. 


NEw YORK, April 27.—Anna Dickinson ad- 
dressed a small audience at the Broadway 
Theater last night, giving a rambling, inco- 
herent talk about her confinement in the 
Danville Insane Asylum, her stage experi- 
ence, her services to the Republican party, 
and anumber of other things. The subject 
she had been advertised to lecture upon was 
**Personal Liberty,’’ and it gave her a wide 
range of rambling. She charged Senator 
Quay, Col. W. W. Dudley and J. 8. Clarkson 
with being responsible for her com- 
mitment.to an tnsane asylum, and 
roasted ‘‘Merciful Heaven’’ Wanamaker, 
as she called him. These Republican 
leaders wanted her to stump the country for 
the party at the last presidential election, 
she said, but wanted her to avoid all refer- 
ences in her speeches to the black man. They 
gave hera blank check and authority to fill it 
out for any amount she desired, but she 
spurned the offer because they wanted her 
to be silent on the question of slavery. She 
told of an interview she had with President 
Harrison, before the campaign, in which he 
promised her $3,500 for every speech she de- 
livered and $5,000 for each one in the 
event that he was elected. She said that 
Cleveland’s defeat in 1888 was due to her 
services to the Republican party in that 
campaign. She denounced the press for hav- 
ing criticised her actingon the stage and 
said that she never lost money by that ven- 
ture, although she had lost $190,000 In bond 
speculation. Occasionally she would stop in 
her speech and ask: ‘‘Well, folks, do you 
think Iam insane?’’ Paying her respects to 
Gen. Butler, she said: ‘‘The papers have 
said that there has been a controversy be- 
tween us. Yes, Mr. Butler has written me 
letters, and they were addressed to Lizzie. 
He is the only man who has ever addressed 
me by my middle name. Heknew what he 
was doing, but he wjll answer for it all ina 
court of law. I have had unnumbered sor. 
rows, and I do not place a mask or veil over 
any of them.’’ 

Many of her hearers became disgusted long 
before the address was over and left the hall, 
and those who remained to the end were 
mostly her personal friends who pitied her 
and treated her as they would humor a child. 
She was attired in white with black trim- 
mings, corsage cut low and adorned with red 
roses.

Mrs. Penright Jilts One Lover and 
y  Elopes With Another. 


WHY THE NOTED TONSORIAL SHOP on 
OLIVE STREET IS CLOSED. 


Commercial Traveler Klein Was Engaged 
- to the Lady Barber, But His Jealousy 
Provoked Her So That She Is Said to 

- Have Eloped Witha Man Named Mar.

The lady barber of Olive street has disap. 
peared. Her little shop near Jefferson ave. 
nue is vacant, the floor is littered with rags

her shop. She will be missed particy 
larly by the youths of Jefferson 
avenue and Olive street, on whose 
cheeks she has labored the past year with her 
patent mustache invigorator and dulled her 
bladeson their brassy surface. Being the 
only woman in the barber business many 
were interested in her success or failure, and 
the story which follows in the wakeof her 
disappearance will be read with interest. 
QUITE A ROMANCE. 

Mrs. Penright, as she is known, Is a native 
of Indiana, and years ago married a barber, 
When the Kansas City boom started they 
went to Kansas City and continued tn bust. 
ness. In the shop was a barber named 
Marshal, who became a close friend of the 
married couple, and judging from subsequent 
events, took a deep interest in Mrs. Penright, 
Somehow Mr. and Mrs. Penright fell out and 
over two yearsago the lady cametothis city 
and surprised the good folks by openinga 
neat barber shop on Olive near Nineteenth 
street. She was a matronly lady of fair 
formand kindly face, not -bandsome, but 
quite attractive. Her little shop was very 
inviting, but the young men were timid and 
the young lady barber found plenty of time to 
do her needlework, making pretty tidies for 
the chairs, the bay rumand shampoo bottles, 
In the beginning a man was seen inthe chair 
occasionally while the lady in a business 
like way handled his whiskers or mustache 
and deftly removed the stubble. The ice 
having been broken a good trade was soon 
built up, and the lady moved her shop fur- 
ther west on Olive street near Jefferson ave- 
nue to accommodate the largest class 
of her customers. The ladies ali. 
ways were shy, and looked upon 
the courageous lady barber as a strange 
being. She often remarked after she moved 
that she would somes day leave the fleld 
entirely to the men to whom the world 
thought ft more becoming. About two 
months ago the neighbors noticed 
a well-known commercial traveler 
named Klein devoteda great deal of his time 
to the lady barber, and it was not long before 
rumor had itthat they were to be married. 
Mrs. Penright took her meals ina boarding. 
house across the street, and when 
she heard the rumor denied it. 
To one of her friends she admitted 
it was true. Less than a month ago, another 
man was noticed paying his attentions to the 
barber, while the commercial traveler was 
on the road. His name was Marshal. 
Klein returned a week ago and hearing 
of his rival confronted the lady 
one day in the boarding-house 
and asked if she had engaged herself to an- 
other. Shesaidit wasnotso. A few even- 
ings later Klein saw his betrothed at the the- 
ater with the man known as Marshal, and in 
fact followed them from the shop, as 
Mrs. Penright had refused an invita. 
tion from him to g0 to the theater 
the same evening. The next day he sought 
Mr. Marshal and demanded that hetell him 
positively whether he was engaged to Mrs. 
Penright or not. Marshal said it was no one’s 
business. Kiein almost jumped in the air 
and said it was his business. He hada prior 
lien, and he would like to know by what right 
another man could come in and steal another 
man’s prospective wife. Marshal was sur. 
prised tolearn Klein was also engaged to 
Mrs. Penright but told Klein he might as well 
call it off. 

KLEIN JILTED. 

Klein said he would be ‘‘dod-gasted’’ If he 
did, andafight was the next thing in order, 
when the-object of their combined affections 
hove in sight. He turned to ithe 
lady and asked foran explanation. She said 
she thought he was entitled toone and told 
him Mr. Marshal was her husband’s assistant 
in Kansas Oity over four years ago and hear- 
ing she was inthis city alone trying to get 
along came here and successfully wooed her. 
She further explained that on account of his 
display of jealousy her affection had cooled 
and now that her old friend offered his heart 
and ahome she had decided to become his 
wife. She closedthe dealas he had many 
other business transactions, and thougha 
barber for years, it is said Klein was the 
first man she ever cut. She told 
friends at the boarding-hcuse she was going 
tomove awayand get married, and made 
known who her second admirer, Marshal, 
was.

I understand he and Mr.Marsha! almost 
fought in the street when they learned they 
were both engaged to her. Marshal, she 
said, had been a friend to herin Kansas City. 
and knew what she sufféred while living with 
her husband. She told me not long ago that 
her husband came here last fall and told her 
he was about to marry again, and she mace 
no objection. She settled with him, 
I suppose, in same business-like 
way she settled all matters, and he is now 
living with his second wife in Indiana. |!

AGREAT CONCOURSE OF OLD VETERANS 
GATHER ABOUT THE MOUND.| 


The Oration of the Day Delivered by Gen. 
Horace Porter—Members of the Dead 
Hero’s Family, Including Nellie Sar- 
toris, Present—Ceremonies and Inci- 
dents—The General’s Birthday. 


New York, April 27.—Thousands of people 
assembled in Riverside Park to-day to witness 
the ceremonies attending the breaking of 
ground for the erection of a monument to the 
late Gen. Grant. The weather was cool and 
clear with bright sunlight. To-day is the 69th 
anniversary ofthe birthof Gen. Grant and 
was therefore selected by the Grant Mona- 
ment Association as the most appropriate oc- 
caégion for the ceremonies. Elaborate prepar- 
ations had been completed for a fitting ob- 
servation of the occasion. Charles H. Free- 


man, Department Commander of 
the Grand Army of the Republic 
for the State of New York, 


presided and officiated as master of the cere- 
monies. He with his own hands graspeda 
spade at the right moment and dug the frst 
earth from the mound upon which the memo- 
rial to the hero of Appomattox is to be 
reared. Hundreds of the veterans of the war 
who loved and obeyed and even now worship 
the memory of that hero, participated in the 
ceremonies. Shortly after 1o’clock the vet- 
erans began to assemble. They were s00n 
joined by Gen. O. O. Howard, and a company 
of infantry anda battery of artillery. The 
pavy was represented by Admiral Braine and 
his staf. The veterans and the regulars un- 
cer Gen. Howard at once took up a position 
forming a circle about the mound. 
THE PRELIMINARIES. 

The preliminaries were quietly and simply 
effected. There was no marching or counter- 
marching, apd the strains of martial airs 
were entirely missing. The members of the 
Grant Monument Association and guests of 
the day were received at the Claremont 
Hotel, directly north of the mound, by 

he Alexander Hamilton Post. After the 
preliminaries ofthe reception were finished 
the members of the association and their 
guests were escortedto a larger piatform, 
which had been erected near the mound, and 
seats were provided forthem. This platform 
accommodated about 1,00 people. On it 
were also seated the members of the Grant 
family, including Mrs. Nellie Sartoris, nee 
Grant, who recently arrived from England. 
The steamer Yantic, which lay in the Hudson 
directly opposite the tomb, fred a saiute in 
bonor of the dead General. 

The exercises becan with an overture by the 
Marine Band. TheRev. Dr. Clark Wright, 
chaplain on the staf of Commander Free 
man, then led in prayer. The prayer was 
followed by singing the *‘Star Spangled Ban- 
ner’’ by a large chorus under SilasG. Pratt, 
the well known American composer. Gen. 
Horace Porter, who was then introduced, 
celivered an oration.

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 


Annual Meeting at Washington—The 
Work ofthe Organization. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—The annual 
meeting of the American Tract Society was 
held last night. Ex-Justice Wm. Strong, 
LL.D., President of the society presided, and 
addresses were made by Justice David J. 
Brewer of the Supreme Court and the Rev. 
Wm. A. Rice, Secretary of the society. 

The report of the Secretary showed that the 
receipts for the year from all sources were in 
round numbers $305 ,000. The society, has is- 
sued in the sixty-six years of its existence 
7,688 distinct publications in this country and 
4,698 in foreign countries. It publishes six 
periodicals. It issues many  pubiica- 
tions. During the past year it 
has employed 151 colporteurs which 
have tabored in thirty-four of the States and 
territories. They have made 118,683 family 
visits and put intocirculation 85,000 volumes 
of Ohristian literature. They found 21,554 
families who never attend church, 5,719 with- 
out the Bible and 18,558 without religious read- 
ing matter. The Tract Society has just com- 
pleted fifty years of this colporteur work. It 
is estimated that there are to-day in the 
United States at least 20,000,000 people who 
are not reached by the existing organized 
denominational agencies.

President Von der Ahe of St. Louis arrived 
here this morning and was asked about King. 

**T see that he has jumped his contract with 
St. Louts,’’ hesaid. ‘‘After signing a contract 
for $8,009 which both he and the St. Louis 
club entered into in good faith, he suddenly 
discovered that the contract was illegal. 
His dicovery was based upon an offer from 
Palmer O’ Nell of $5,000 to play with Pittsburg. 
King has been coached to take the step on the 
pretext that the contract is not binding. I 
am personally responsible to King fpr his sal- 
ary, and I have decided uponaline of action 
to protect myself and my club interests 
against the trickery that has been resorted to 
in this King case. King will not have smooth 
sailing in the promise made to give him $5,000 
for breaking his contract. I see he is trying 
to make the people in Pittsburg believe that 
no amount of money would induce 
him to play here. Why, he told 
a representative of the St. Louls 
club that it was merely a question of money 
with him and if we paid him as much or 
more than Pittsburg we could have him. We 
refused to pay him $5,000 and he went to 
Pittsburg.’’ 

**What steps do you intend to take?’’ 

**I shall do nothing hasty. His contract to 
play Dall in St. Louis is binding, three attor- 
neys have told me, and iflenjoin him I will 
do so both in Pennsylvania and Ohio.’’ 

**Will you get another pitcher?’’ 

**Yes, get two more, if necessary. We are 
not losing any sleep over King’s defection.’’ 
TO-MORROW’S GAME. 

The second championship game between 
the Browns and Louisvilles will take place to- 
morrow afternoon at Sportsman’s Park. The 
Louisvilles have shown that their club 
strength is of a genuine nature and that their 
victories are not flukes.
